Ask For Nomination 


Every County in inty in. New District 
Has Asked Him to be Republi- 
can Candidate for State iter. 


John C, Guggisberg of Gay- 
lord, who has relate o the ae 
egislat ure in the eboy gan-Ot- 
sego District for the past three 
terms, has announced that he 
will be a candidate for ihe state 
legislature from the Presque Isle 
District, composed of the coun- 
ties of Roscommon, Crawford, 
Oscoda, Montmorency, Presque 
Isle and Otsego.
